Testimony. 


In the case of the commonwealth 


against George Walton, Wesley Har- 
ris, Charles Henderson, alms "Hun- 
gry," Charles Fogus, alias "Original, 
or Western Red," George Morris and 
John Ford the grand jury returned a 
true bill, as announced in THE GAZETTE 
last week. 


On Thursday morning the case was 


called ior trial. 
Four of the defend- 


ants, who were 
in 
prison, 
were 


brought into court, when District At- 
torney Little stated that he elected to 
proceed, in the first trial, against 
Charles Henderson, altos "Hungry " 
H D. Tate, Esq , announced that he 
appeared for Charles Henderson, and 
the legal battle began. 


Before any jurors were called or 


plea to indictment entered, Attorney 
Tate moved the court to quash the 
array of jurors, which motion was re- 
sisted by the district attorney. Sever 
al hours were consumed in the legal 
argument, when the court overruled 
the motion and sealed a bill of excep- 
tions. Attorney Tate then moved the 
court to quash the bill of indictment 
for several reasons set forth in his mo- 
tion. On one objection, the court al- 
lowed the district attorney to amend 
the bill, by entering the name of 
Charles D. Beegle thereon as prosecu- 
tor, and overruled the motion in other 
particulars, sealing a bill for defend- 
ant. 


The impressive ceremony of select- 


ing a jury in the court of oyer and 
terminer then proceeded, and with 
unusual rapidity fie jury was selected 
and sworn. The evidence adduced by 
the commonwealth, in substance, was 
aa follows: 


Pn the evening of October S3, 1900, 


Mack McKensey, a stable boss for cer- 
tain contractors who are widening the 
B. & 0. R. R track at and near Hynd- 


man, 
was brutally beaten and shot, 


and when found was in a dying condi 
tion—and did die on or about one 
o'clock on the morning of October S3. 
After an inquest by the coroner, sus- 
picion pointed to the above named six 
defendants, who had taken their de- 
parture from the scene of the murder 
and from the county. 


The main witness for the common- 


wealth was Angus Tibbs, a colored de- 
tective, who testified that he had seen 
all of the six defendants at a crap and 
poker game at Hyndman on the morn- 
ing of October 22; that during the day 
be had heard the defendants talk about 
Mack McKensey, the stable boss, that 
he had been paid that day; that an ar- 
rangement was then, and there made 
to hold him up and rob him of his 
money; that he (Angus Tibbs) left the 
game and went up the railroad; that 
the next morning he learned of the 
murder and robbery; that same day 
(October 331 he came back to Hyndman 
and on to Cook's Mills, where he met 
again the defendants; that he and they 
went on toward Cumberland, riding 
on freight cars when they could, and 
when put off, walked; that while he 
and George Walton were walking along 
together Walton told him that he had 
seen the murder; that their gang were 
together near the barn, where Mack 
McKensey was stable boss, between 


7:30 
and 8 o'clock, after darlt; that a 


man with » lantern was seen; that he 
proved to be the stable boss; that he 
was asked permission for the crowd to 
sleep in his stable; that McKensey 
said they could do so provided they 
would help him catch his mules and 
that they would not use any matches 
in the stable; that while so talking 
John Ford went up to the man with 
"Eed" and grabbed him; that Ford 
struck him over the head with his gun, 
and, after leaving him, turned, saying, 
"he caused me to break my gun, I'll 
fix him," and shot twice; that then 
Ford and "Eed" picked him up and car- 
ried him to the barn. 


All arrived in Cumberland, but be- 


fore the colored detective could inform 
the Cumberland police "Red." Ford 
and Henderson had escaped, but Wal- 
ton and Harris werearrested. During 
his examination in chief the colored 
detective left the impression that Hen- 
derson was closely identified with 
"Red" and Ford, both in planning the 
robbery and in the commission of the 
crime, expressly swearing that, on tbe 
morning after the murder, Henderson 
told him they "had done the job, but 
to do it they had to put the old man 
out of business." 


In addition to the above testimony 


the commonwealth put upon the wit- 
ness stand one of the defendants- 
George Walton—who had made a state- 
ment, at Cumberland, at Hyndman to 
the coroner's inquest, and to the dis- 
trict attorney—but these statements 
•were not offered in evidence in this 
case against Henderson, because the 
defendant -Walton —had consented 
and agreed to take the witness stand 
and testify. His testimony was as fol- 
lows: 


My home is in Washington, D. C. I 


had been working at Hyndman on B. 
& 0 R R for Contractor Ferguson, 
whose contract was below Hyndmau 
on way to Cumberland. On October 22 
I was discharged because they had no 
further work for me. I left there and 
went up to National Bank about D a m . 
and got check cashed for 84 04 
From 


there I went to the other or upper end 
<f Hyndman to a shanty on this side 
the bridge on KetchMin contract There 
a game of crap was going on in which 
I took a hand. 
Stayed there until 


ab nt 3 or 4 p. m. (Lost my money.) 
Lift there, and with Thomas Curry, 
Weslfy Harris and three or four other 
fellows whom I do not know, went to 
bar-room opposits depot. After drinks 
our crowd went to colored restaurant, 
sat on porch and listened to banjo and 
looked at dam-ing on pavement in 
fiont of restaurant. Stayed there 15 
or 20 minutes. Went back to bar-room, 
got drinks and came back to restau- 
rant and joined the crowd there. There 
we met "Red," "The Dark Man," 
Charles Henderson, called "Hungry," 
Thomas Curry, Wesley Harris and 


Went up track on other side of Hynd- 


man, 
to get pipes to sleep. 
When we 


got up, say within 200 feet of where 
the crap game was still going on, 
with torch lights, we six stopped and 
"The Dark Man" said, "Come over to 
the stable." So WB all commenced to 
walk toward the stable. 
When near 


the stable, say about 35 feet, a man 
with a lantern passed up. I did not 
know him, but saw him from the light 
of his lantern. 
One of our party— 


don't know who—asked the white man 
for a match. 
Be said, "No, I have 


none." "Red'1 said, "Could we get a 
place to sleep?" He said, "Yes ; I'll fix 
a place if you don't make fire or light 
matches, if you help me catch these 
two mules." He walked along oppo- 
site the stable. "Red" left our crowd, 
ran to and grabbed him. Just as 
"Eed" grabbed him "The Dirk Man' 
grabbed the lantern out of his hands 
and threw it toward us and struck me 
on the leg. They then—"Eed" and 
"Dark 
Man"—commenced to tussle 


with the white man. "Dark Man" 
hit and beat him over the head with 
his gun and broke the handle of gun, 
and said, "You 
, you caused 


me to break my gun,1' and kicked him 
in head. 
The man fell, and then 


' Dark Man" shot twice towards the 
ground 
Can't say whether he sho> 


man or not. I was at least 25 feet 
away and I was nearest, as the Ian 
tern hit me 


"Red" and "Dark Man" went OD 


abontlOormore feet, then "Dark Man' 
picked white man up and put him in 
the barn. "Eed" and "Dark Man" wen' 
on over fields and balance of crowc 
came down toward Hyndman, wem 
to bar-room, got drinks and then tc 
restaurant. 
(After we came along the 


track and before we got to bar-room 
"Hungry" left us and I did not see him 
until Z o'clock the next morning.) 
"Red" and "Dark Man" had come t 
town and joined me, Harris and Carry 
and we five went to restaurant and we 
five stayed together in Hyndman until 
about 10 or 11 o'clock. 
Left there and 


went to brick-yard and stayed ther 
until 7 o'clock the next morning. At 
brick-yard about 2 'a. m. we found 
"Hungry". At 7 o'clock Curry, "Red,' 
"Hungry," Harris and myself left thi 
brick yard and went up to the water 
tank to wash. "The Dark Man" hao 
left during the night, while I slept 
We left the tank and started for Cook's 
Mills (we five). Can't tell the hour ni- 
got to Cook's Mills, but stayed there 
and left at 4 o'clock and went to Cum- 
berland and got there at S p. m. ana 
stayed there. Harris, "Hungry" anr 
"Eed" went to a boarding house. 1 
went to a box car with another man 
Curry had gone on to Baltimore. 1 
was arrested in the box car by Officer 
Frank Whiteman and'a Cumberland 
policeman. 


The witnesses above were subjected 


to a rigid cross examination, but did 
not materially change the general out 
line of their testimony. 
Other wit 


nesses were called, but they testified 
only in regard to minor matters 
At 


this point the commonwealth rested

working on R. R for contractor.

paid in full on Saturday previous and 
made my arrangements to go home lo 
Washington, D C. No trains ran on 
Sunday or Monday on account of a 
wreck, so on Monday I started to walk 
to Hyndman, started about 7.30 a. m. 
and walked the entire distance. No 
one was with me. I arrived at Hynd- 
man about 10.30 or 11 o'clock. Did not 
know anybody there, until after I got 
there I found George Walton, whom I 
had met at Washington, but was not 
well acquainted with him. Stopped 
in Hyndman near the bridge, where 
near E. R. track a game of crap was 
going on and lots of colored men were 
there and around there. It was paj- 
day for their contractor. I watched 
the game, but did not take a hand. 
Stayed there all day, waiting for 
trains to move. Got acquainted with 
some of the fellows. It was propose d 
that they go down town and get a. 
drink. 1 was invited by George Wal- 
ton to go along and did go. It was 


after dark, maybe 7 or 8 o'clock, can't 
tell exactly. 
We all got what we 


wanted to drink. I took a glass o' 
beer; all took beer. I had but one 
glass and that is all I drank that day 
Don't think any took more than one 
glass, but two of the party each got a 
pint of whisky, when we all started 
back for the place where the game o' 
crap was going on. It did not take 
more than 
one-fourth 
or one-half 


hour to go to town, get drinks ant- 
return. We did not loaf nor tarry in 
town. When withiu 200 yards or so of 
the place where the crap game wa= 
going on our crowd stopped to take a 
drink 
One bottle was pulled out and 


was being passed around—there were 
6 or 7 in our party—"Eed" and Foster, 
or Ford, and Tom Curry, George Wal-

found guilty of murder in the firsi 
degree at dreensburg last week. 
The 


jury was out a little over an hour. 


A special flocd warning was sent out 


by the government authorities in Pitts- 
burg Sunday night, owing to the rapid 
rise of the streams in the western part 
of the state. 
In Pittsburg many mer- 


chants in the lower sections of the 
city removed some of their goods from 
stores and warehouses. Monday night 
the mad waters rushed down the Mo- 
nongahela and Allegheny rivers, over- 
flowing the banks and ruining hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars' worth of 
property, causing the loss of three 
lives and temporarily throwing thous- 
ands of workmen out of employment. 


The postoft ce department has select- 


ed designs for six denominations of 
stamps that it will issue in commemo- 
ration of the Bultalo, N. Y.,Pan-Amer- 
ican exposition to be held next year. 
The central pictures will be a large 
lake steamer, representing fast lake 
transportation ; an automobile, repre- 
senting the newest form of transporta- 
tion ; the great canal at Sault Sainte 
Marie, with vessels going through 
Niagara Falls, with the suspension 
bridge in the foreground and 
an 


ocean steamer representing fast ocean 
transportation. 


If the European nations, whose en- 


voys at Pekin sustain the agreement 
reported to have been reached, which 
is practically to enforce the demands 
ol Gi rmany for the execution of eleven 
high officials, the United States may 
have to join with Europe or repudiate 
Minister Conger's action and conduct 
its negotiations independently of the 
powers 
The conclusion reached at 


Pekin has Mr. Conger's sanction, and, 
as it has been agreed to pending Sec- 
retary Hay's proposition to modify the 
demands, the result may complicate 
the situation.

at 0 30 o'clock, aged seventy-five 


years and two months. She was the 
daughter of Jacob and Hannah Egolf 
and came, with her parents, to Bed 
ford county in 1834. They located be- 
tween Sehellsburg and Mann's Choice. 
On November 4, 1846, she was united 
m holy wedlock to William Beaver 
and they spent the first nine years of 
their married life near Schellsburg. 
In 1S55 
they remuved to near Tipton, 


la. In 1881, when President Lincoln 
called for volunteers, the husband and 
'ather was one of the first to respond 
to the call and became a member of 
Company 
A, 5th Iowa volunteers. 


While on duty near Madison, Mo., he 
was killed by a rebel sharpshooter. 
The same year his widow and family 
returned to Bedford county and in 


1365 
she bought and located in Schells- 


burg, where she spent tbe rest of her 
earthly life 
In 1S64 she gave her 


oldest son, a youth of but sixteen 
years, to the service of the Union. He 
was captured and lodged in Anderson- 
ville prison. 
His treatment received 


while there caused his early death.

The following sketch of the life of 


Hon. Peter Schell has been prepared 
for the Bedford County Historical so- 
ciety : 


Peter Schell was the second son of 


John Schell II. He was born in Mont- 
gomery county, Pennsylvania, on Au- 
gust 1, 1784. On May 1, 1800, he set- 
tled in Scbellsburg, having come here 
with his father and mother and tbe 
family, consisting of eight children. 
He was, therefore, about sixteen years 
of age when he arrived in Schellsburg, 
having been born and raised at Gosh- 
enhoppen, his father's home, some ten 
miles west of Norristown, Pa His early 
education was acquired in the schools 
of Philadelphia. 
On the 8th of Sep- 


tember, 
1806, he 
was married to 


E'eanor Statler, daughter of Caspar 
Statler and Eebecca Statler, nee Re- 
becca Walter. Eleven children blessed 
their union, as follows, to wit: 


1st: EMzabeth—born May 30, 1808. 


died April 29, 1813. 


2nd: 
Maria Katharine—born April 


5, 1810; married Dr. Henry V. Bram- 
well, of Baltimore, Md., then prac- 
tising medicine in Schellsburg. She 
died September 14, 1861, and Dr. Bram- 
well subsequently removed to Kansas 
City. 


3rd: 
Samuel—born 
February 
38, 


1812, 
and died in infancy. 


4th: 
John Statler Sehell, merchant, 


born February 21, 1813; married Cath- 
arine B. Bunn. He died in Schells- 
burg December 37, 1890 


oth: Charlotte—born April 4, 1815; 


married Dr. William H. Watson, of 
Bedford. She died November 2, 1860 
Dr. Watson died May 20,1888. He was 
an eminent physician of Bedford 
His 


father and his son, both named Will- 
iam Watson, were also distinguished 
physicians of Bedford. The son, Will 
iam Watson, was a Division Surgeon 
in the United States army during thp 
civil war. The Grand Army post of 
Bedford is called William Watson post, 
in his honor. . 


6th: 
Ellen—born April 23, 1817; 


married Col. Michael C. Garber, then 
residing in Hollidaysburg. 
She is 


still living in Madison, Ind., a re- 
markably active woman, and deeply 
interested in church and charitable 
work. Her husband was the editor of 
the Madison Courier, up to the time of 
his death.

Surveying Neir Railroad Bonte. 


The following despatch from McCon- 


nellsburg appeared in the Philadelphia 
Record of Monday: "With a view of 
getting into the anthracite coal region 
of Pennsylvania the Western Mary- 
land railroad has a corps of engineers 
making a preliminarj survey for a 
railroad from Cherry Run, W. Va., 
through the southwestern portion of 
this county, to Everett, Bedford coun- 
ty. Coal having been found near the 
projected line, an opportunity is thus 
afforded of consummating their plans 
in this direction. 
J M. Hood, presi- 


dent of the Western Maryland rail 
road, and other officials have inspect- 
ed different sections over which the 
survey is being made. It is believed 
in railroad circles that this move on 
the part of the Western Maryland 
company is the beginning of a deal 
that will eventually connect their sys- 
tem with the Pittsburg & Lake Erie 
road, thereby giving the Carnegie sys- 
tem an outlet to the Seaboard Air Line 
It is thought that if the road, which 
would be almost 125 miles in length, 
is constructed, a branch road would be 
extended from Union township, 
in 


this county, to the county seat. 
The 


people of that section are elated over 
the prospect of a road, because it 
would give them better market facili- 
ties and their 
mineral 
resources

WASHINSTOS, November 27 —"What- 


ever else is left undone, hurry with 
the army bill." That is tbe sum and 
substance of what Mr. McKinley siys 
to every prominent Republican sena- 
tor and representative who goes to tbe 
White House. The reason he wishes 
the legislation for the increase of tbe 
army hurried is, that he has received a 
hint that the decision of the United 
States supreme court will be against 
the constitutionality of tbe Porto Rico 
act, which would mean that the United 
States would have to relinquish owner- 
ship of the Philippines and would con- 
sequently have no use for a large 
standing army. He wishes to get the 
big army provided for before the court 
hands down its decision, and it will 
not be surprising if the attorney gen- 
eral so manipulates the case as to pre- 
vent its conclusion until after the end 
of this congress, as Mr. McKinley 
might prefer not having congress in 
session should the decision be adverse. 
This story sounds incredulous but it 
is being seriously talked about in polit- 
ical circles and there have been other 
cases in which administrations have 
been given advance bints of important 
decisions of the supreme court. Any 
member of the court can usually makn 
a pretty nearly correct guess of how 
his colleagues will stand upon import- 
ant decisions from their talk in a gen- 
eral way to each other. Whether the 
whole story is correct or not, it is ab- 
solutely certain that Mr. McKinley is 
plainly showing his anxiety for the 
speedy passage by congress of the army 
bill. 


The Isthmian canal commission has 


handed Mr. McKinley its preliminary 
report. As expected, it favors the Nic- 
aragua route for the canal. The Pana- 
ma company's lobbyists are moving 
heaven and earth to prevent legisla- 
tion by congress in favor of the Nica- 
ragua canal. 


According to Representative Hull, 


chairman of the house committee on 
military affairs, which is now trying 
to put together an army bill that will 
be supported by all the Republicans, 
many of whom have publicly expressed 
widely differing opinions of what tbe 
bill should provide for, especially as to 
the number of men, the volunteers in 
the Philippines will not be brought 
home until regulars, enlisted under the 
bill not even yet written, can be sent 
to take their places. At least, that is 
a fair construction to place upon Mr. 
Hull's own words—"The army now in 
the Philippines will have to be brought 
home in the summer, that is, those of 
the men who do not care to re-enlist. 
The transports which go out for them 
should depart laden with tbe troops 
who are to replace them " 


Representative Champ Clark, of Mis- 


souri, returned to Washington, feeling 
as chipper as usual. He said: "I am 
not downcast or discouraged by the 
licking we got. The most unpleasant 
feature is it will take us six or eight 
years to get the senate. As to the prop- 
osition to reorganize the Democratic 
party, it is a fact in natural history 
that the tail cannot wag the dog; and 
the same is true in politics. The 
party does not need reorganisation, to 
begin with. It is thoroughly organiz- 
ed, and even if it were to be reorgan- 
ized, it would not be from the outside.

IN THE 
ippines 
continues 


PHILIPPINES, to carry consterna- 


tion to many house- 


holds and spread a pall of sadness 
over many communities. In his first 
report to the war department Maj-Gen. 
MacArthur, military governor of the 
Philippines, presents -a discouraging 
view of the conditions in our far-off 
"colony." Aceompanying General Mac- 
Arthur's report were the reports of the 
various staff officers under his com- 
mand. 


Colonel Greenleaf, referring to the 


health conditions, reports that in June, 


1900, 
out of a total of 63,284 American 


soldiers in the islands, there were 
5,563 sick, or 3.7S per cent. Regarding 
the mortalitj record, he says: "The 
number of deaths in the army has 
steadily increased and a diminution of 
*he death rate can scarcely be expect- 
ed. 


'•The number of men shot from am- 


bush by email guerrilla bands now ex- 
ceeds those killed at any previous time 
and as time progresses and the men 
become more and more debilitated by 
the tropical service the more marked 
will become the ratio of deaths. 


•'For the six months from January 


31 to July 31, 1900, there died 24 officers 
and 971 enlisted men, of whom four 
officers »nd 204 enlisted men were kill- 
ed in action and three officers and 43 en- 
listed men died of wounds, the other 
deaths — namely, 17 officers and 024 men 


— 'Occurring from various diseases. This 
is an average of 4 7 daily." The colo- 
nel says there is a scarcity of medical 
officers in the Philippines. 


In his report General MacArthur de- 


ssribes the effect of the changed policy 
in the distribution of the Amatican 
troops. He says that there were 53 
military stations in the archipelago on 
November 1, 3S99, and 413 stations on 
September 1, 1900. "This resulted in 
a large number of minor affairs, many 
of which did not assume the dignity of 
a regular combat, though the casual- 
ties between the dates stated were 208 
Americans killed, 750 wounded and 
»3 captured, the Filipino losses during 
the same time being 3,237 killed, 094 
wounded and1 2,864 captured." 


"The extensive distribution of the 


troops," says the general, "has strained 
the soldiers of the army to the full 
limit of endurance.'' 


And this, in the opinion of the ad- 


ministration's own mouthpieces, is the 
condition of affairs in the Philippines, 
the inhabitants of which, it has been 
announced time and time again by 
government officials, were conquered 
and ready to lay down their arms. 
Verily, "the end is not yet."

HlKhly Sensitive Patients. 


In all treatment of a sick dog re 


member you are dealing with a liighl; 
sensitive and nervous patient. Be very 
gentle, avoid roughness or anythln^ 
likely to alarm hint. In giving him anj 
liquid medicine do not open his mouth 
but, placing him between your knees 
with his face looking ia tlie same direc 
tion as your own, gently raise his Ja- 
and, pulling his lips away from hi 
teeth on one side of his mouth, to form 
a cup or funnel, very slowly pour from 
bottle or spoon the quantity he Is t 
have Into it. 


Keep his head raised for a minute o 


two and if he does not swallow th 
dose insert a spoon between his fron 
teeth. 'This will have the effect o 
drawing off liis attention 
from th 


medicine and be will usually swallow 
at once. If the dose is a pill, bolus o 
anything solid, hold his head the'sam 
way as before mentioned, but with th 
left hand under lower jaw, press firm! 
on each side with thumb and linger a 
the junction of upper and lower jaws. 


TWs will usually cause him to ope 


his mouth, when the dose should b 
PUT. Into tlie mouth as far back a 
possible over the tongue (or he will spl 
It out) and close the jaws somewha 
sharply, and In most cases the deed I 
done. If *iy trouble arises with th 
action of his front paws this may b 
got over by wrapping him round wit 
a shawl or coarse apron.

SURGEONS'THREAD, 


Material! That Are UwUTo Sfw Up CntB 


and WonnilR. 


Imagine a tailor who deliberately 


plans to hive the stitches he so careful- 
y sews give way at a certain time. 
Suppose he should use me kind of 
thread in a coat warranted to break in 
one week, another kind in the trousers 
guaranteed to fall apart in a mouth 
uad using permanent material only in 
making up a waistcoat. Yet this is ex- 
actly what the surgeou does every day. 
Sutures, as the surgeon's thread is call- 
ed, are made from various materials, 
according to the requirements. Catgut, 
silk thread, silkworm gut, silver wire, 
cangaroo tendons and kotsehair are in 
common use. 


Catgut was at one time obtained 


from members of the feline tribe. As 
,ts use increased the supply ran short. 
Experiments showed that sheep fur- 
nished an acceptable substitute. So 
catgut used by surgeons, jewelers and 
makers of musical instruments comes 
now from the snbmucosa, or middle 
layer of the intestine of a sheup. It is 
the most commonly used of all sutur- 
ing material. Catgut stitches are ab- 
sorbed IE from five to seven days, de- 
pending on the individual upon whom 
they are used. In occasional instances 
catgut stitches have been known to be 
absorbed in 30 hours. 
By treating it ' 


with chromic acid such a suture will 
remain in position for many weeks. 
Because of its adaptability and the 
cheapness of the material catgut heads 
the list of surgical threads. 


Silkworm gut can be more thorough- 


ly sterilized than any other known 
suture material. IB preparing sutures 
of all sorts the usual method is to boil 
the material in ether, allow it to sosk 
for 24 hours, then place it in alcouol 
for a day or two and follow this with 
a bath of mercury solution. Notwith- 
standing this thorough cleansing, the 
microscope reveals germs still present 
in varying numbers in many instances. 
Silkworm sutures show fewer micro- 
organisms than other materials treated 
In this way; hence It is highly recom- 
mended for surgical work. The mate- 
rial is extracted from a silkworm killed 
immediately before It begins to weave 
Its cocoon. 
Unfortunately 
for sur- 


geons, silkworm sutures are not ab- 
sorbed, but remain permanently in 
place. For this reason Its use is re- 
stricted to special work. 


The short, tough tendons taken from 


the tail of a kangaroo furnish surgeons 
with a valuable thread. Kangaroo ten- 
don stitches .will' hold fast for many 
days. The time of absorption is esti- 
mated from four weeks to two months. 


Horsehair and silver wire sutures are 


nonabsorbable. The fluids of the body 
do not affect them in any way, and 
once in place the stitches will remain 
until forcibly removed. By some It is 
asserted that silver wire has distinct 
antiseptic properties. Nitrate of silver 
In solution is known to be a good ger- 
micide. Hence it is argued that a sil- 
ver salt Injurious to germ development 
Ig formed by the contact of body (luifls 
with silver wire. Thus stitch abscesses 
are said to be of rare occurrence when 
silver wire is utilized. 


Silk thread, such as is used by tai- 


lors, but of the finest quality and of 
larger caliber, is frequently used. The 
Btltches are practically nonabsorbable, 
though at times no trace of the thread 
has been found in the tissue at the ex- 
piration of a year. 


To accommodate this assortment of 


threads special varieties of needles are 
naturally required. A surgeon's "house- 
wife" contains needles that would 
scarcely be recognized as sucli by the 
uninitiated. 
Besides the needles curv- 


ed in different segments of a circle, 
surgeons 
use 
needles shaped 
like 


spears, javelins and bayonet points. 
Some are as long as bodkins, terminat- 
ing In a point like a miniature knife 
blade. Others have the sharpened end 
triangular, with the apices of the (in- 
gles sharpened to a razor edge. Some 
few are formed like ordinary sewing 
needles, but made of greater tensile 
strength. 


Instead of a thimble a surgeon uses 


an instrument called a needle holder. 
It is shaped like a pair of scissors, the 
points of which are blunt clamps. The 
needle Is held fast between the jaws 
of the clamps until released by opening 
the two blades as scissors are opened. 
Then a fresh bold Is taken, and the ac- 
tion repeated with every stitch. 


A skillful surgeon has pel feet com- 


mand of the needle at all timps. There 
are moments during an operation when 
a well placed stitch means saving the 
life of a patient. 
At such times the 


skillful surgeon displays a celerity and 
deftness not surpassed in embroidery-

upon 
certain 


stitches for different needs, just a? tbe 
dressmaker picks nntl chooses among 
the various forms of stitching. 
The 


hemstitch, catstitch, whalebone, her- 
ringbone, running stitch and back hand 
so clear to the feminine fingers liavp 
their counterparts in the 'ftirgeon'B 
mattress suture, interrupted and con- 
tinuous suture, subcuticular suture. 
purse string and figure eight sutures. 
Lembert and Cwrnoy sutures. As the 
Heamstress 
selects 
an 
appropriate 


stitch for a seam, n buttonhole or an 
edging, so tbe surgeon chooses in form- 
Ing his life saving stitches.— New fork 
Sun.

for the rest of his natural life. The 
cost of the 
police department to 


the city of Xew York is annually about 
seven millions of dollars. The ques- 
tion now is, has he any other profita- 
ble sources of revenue? Does he re- 
ceive hundreds of thousands and mill- 
ions annually for protecting New York 
from the outlaws and criminals with 
which the city swarms, and does he 
also receive pay from the very crimin- 
als which it is his sworn duty to sup- 
press? 


The allegation is that he is in league 


with the gam-bling hells, bagnios and 
disreputable saloons all over the city. 
Is it-true that appointments and pre- 
ferments are matters of bargain and 
sale ? The commissioner preys upon 
the policeman and the policeman black- 
mails the criminals to reimburse him 
for the money which his place has cost 
him.

THE SECRET SERVICE. 


Tiresome Work of ReBdiiiB a Ci- 


pher Dixjmtch of 2.00O IVord*. 
Some governments make use of nu- 


merals for their ciphered communica- 
tions with their agents abroad, others 
a mixture of numerals and words, and 
yet others exclusively words. Of course, 
the only problem that needs solution 
in dispatches of this kind is to ascer- 
tain the key number ov key word. 
When that is accomplished, the re- 
mainder is easy, though generally very 
tedious. Indeed it Is tUllicult to conceive 
of a more tiresome, head splitting piece 
of work than either to cipher or deci- 
pher a dispatch of some 1,500 or 2,000 
words. The writer talks from sad and 
weary experience. 


Seine governments change the key 


word or key numerals with each dis- 
patch, according to a settled arrange- 
ment. Others, again, change It every 
month. Sometimes it is placed at the 
beginning of the dispatch, at other 
times at the end. To the uninitiated a 
dispatch of this kind will appear in the 
nature of a Chinese puzzle, hut to au 
expert cryptographer the deciphering 
of a government code dispatch is mere 
child's play. 


Occasionally the dispatch will appear 


a mere jumble of consonants without 
any meaning, while at other times it 
will be so ciphered as to contain sensi- 
ble and plausible sentences, the mean- 
ing of which appeal's on the surface. 
It was n code of this kind that was 
used by the Spanish secret agents in 
this country during the war with 
Spain, and the clever staff of secret 
service men employed by the United 
States government were In a very 
snort time, possessed of a key to the 
cipher in question.—New York Tribune.

ALL HONOR TO PARSLEY. 


Cnrlona Folklore and History Con- 


cernlnK Thin Common Herb. 


Some quaint ideas have hovered 


around that familiar garden herb and 
dish adorner, parsley. 
In England, 


Devonshire folk declare that parsley 
must never be transplanted or great 
evil will follow. Suffolk people say it 
will not come up double unless sown 
on Good Friday—a notion that experi- 
ments might surely soon have disprov- 
ed—while ancient dwellers in Hamp- 
shire steadfastly refuse to give any 
parsley away. Ask them for roses, lilies, 
fruit or rare vegetables, and basket- 
Ms will be gladly bestowed on you, 
but request a few sprigs of parsley and 
you will be told, with a solemn shaking 
of heads, "No, we never pick parsley 
for any one, unless it's paid for!" 


The great historian Plutarch relates 


an interesting anecdote on the subject 
of this herb. Timoleon was leading an 
army against the Carthaginians. "But 
as he was ascending a hill from the 
top of which the enemy's camp and al 
their vast forces would be in sight, he 
met some mules laden with parsley, 
and his men took it into their heads 
that It was a bad omen because we 
usually crown the sepulcher with pars- 
ley, and thence comes the proverb with 
regard to one that is dangerously ill, 
'Such a one has need of nothing but 
parsley.' To deliver them from this 
superstition and to remove the panic 
Timoleon ordered the troops to halt 
and making a speech suitable to the 
occasion, observed among other things 
that crowns were brought them before 
the victory and offered themselves of 
their own accord. For the Corinthians 
from all antiquity have looked upon a 
wreath of parsley as sacred, crowning 
the victors with it at the isthmian 
games." 
The general then crowned 


himself and all his officers with pars- 
ley wreaths, and led his men 10 bat- 
tle, their fears conquered, the result 
being a decisive victory. — Chicago 
Times-Herald.

ment of Scbel'sbu-g and 
Bedford 


county. He early took strong ground 
in behalf of the temperance cause anc* 
zealously and fea-lessly advocated the 
suppression of the liquor trtlfic. Herf- 
garded it as a great publ'c evil and res 
olutely combatted it in the face of cen- 
sure and hostile criticism. Throughout 
his life he was actuated solely i-y s 
senseof duty. He always tried to dis- 
cern the right and followed that path 
with unswerving courage The iotegri 
ty of his purpose and the purity of h f 
motives could never be challenged or 
questioned. 


He was endowed with a judicial mind 


He had stroog common sense and wa^ 
always thoughtful and deliberate in 
forming h!s judgment. The spirit of 
avarice never warped the symmetry o 
his character, or poisoned the simplic 
ity of his life. He never wro-igod or 
oppressed the weak. His nature wa, 
frank and open. He was sincere in bis 
attachments and loyal in his friend 
ships. During his career, whether as 
a merchant, a farmer, or in the dis 
charge of public duties, he was thor 
oughly honorable and upright.
